Train No. 2 was fiying eastward at 
high speed, when the engine struck «a 
loaded coal car, which in the darkness 
had escaped from the siding in Xenia 
and had run down grade to the danger 
point. The engine struck it going at 
full speed and was turned over, with 
Engineer. Clark underneath. The pos- 
tal car, combination car and day coach, 
Impelled by the heavy sleepers behind. 
plied over the engine. The two Pull- 
mans followed, and were laid across 
the track at right angles. A gas tank 
under one of the cars exploded, set- 
ting fire to the wreck, and the postal 
car, the coaches and two sleepers were 
destroyed. 

Cries for help could be heard com- 
ing from one of the Pullmans, and the 

pless onlookers were compelled to 
see two women and one man burned 
to death before their eyes, unable to 
lend any aid on account of the fierce- 
ness of the flames.

BLOW FOR THE SUGAR TRUST. 

An item of news appeared among 
the dispatches on Thursday which, if 
confirmed, is likely to keep the sugar 
trust busy for a time, and divert its 
attention from the sufferings of the 
poor Cubans, in which it has shown 
such marked and sympathetic inter- 
est. It is stated that the recently or- 
ganized Federal Sugar Company, of 
which mention has appeared in the 
papers, will utilize its $50,000,000 of 
capitalization to construct a string of 
refineries from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, in which a new process of refin- 
ing will be used, invented by C. A. 
Spreckels, by which it is said the 
cost of refining sugar is reduced from 
$7 to $1 a ton. It is stated that an 
active warfare will be waged on the 
sugar trust, and that the beet-sugar 
men will be assisted, with this ob- 
ject in view. The process is stated 
to be inexpensive. | 
If this is true, it means that the 
arrogant and overbearing sugar trust 
is likely to have a “run for its 
money” and if the reported saving 
by the new process is not exaggerated, 
then it is difficult to see how Have- 
meyer’s big corporation can avoid be- 
ing crushed, or absorbed. Incident- 
ally, this is an interesting piece of 
news, marking another step in the bit- 
ter and vindictive fight that has been 
going on between Claus Spreckels and 
his sons.

Persons who enter into a 
business contract, collectively or in- 
dividually, should be held liable for 
violation of the contract, whether 
they are members of a capitalistic 
trust or of a labor trust. 

The boycott is a form of conspir- 
acy, designed confessedly to injure 
the business and standing of those 
against whom it is directed. Those 
who enter into a conspiracy of this 
nature should be held responsible, in 
a legal sense, for any damage which 
they may thereby inflict. The mere 
fact that the boycotters belong to a 
labor organization can constitute no 
valid excuse or defense for their ac- 
tion. Labor unionists can have no 
rights nor immunities which are de- 
nied to other citizens. | 

No person, no organization nor 
class of individuals, can be above the 
law, which holds out equal and exact 
justice to all. Labor organizations 
can not be permitted to disregard the 
law, apy more than can organiza- 
tions of capital, or persons acting in 
an individual capacity. The law, as 
the exemplar and dispenser of equa! 
justice, must be so respecter of 
persons.

That New Pest. 

An entomologist delegated to report 
upon the prevalence and destructive- 
ness of the Pulvinaria innumerabilis in 
this section says, we find the invasion 
serious and widespread, confined to no 
particular variety of trees, but infest- 
ing equally the apple, peach, prune, 
grapevine and actually the fence 
boards. In the case of the latter we 
found some insects upon a dry pine 
mo apparently as well developed as 
' upon the surrounding trees. We 
heard of what is no doubt the same in- 
sect two miles away, almost every acre 
of which intervening distance is set to 
deciduous trees. This, taken into con- 
sideration with the finding of the insect 
sixteen miles away, goes to show that 
it is already wideiy distributed. 

“In no instance that came under our 
observation in the district investigated 
was any evidence of hatehing seen. In 
several instances attempts had been 
made to destroy the pest, and I should 
judge. they had proved successful. The 
frult and foliage were compietely de- 
stroyed. The insect, while common in 
some parts of the United States, is new 
to Los Angeles county, and the fact 
that in its home among the maples and 
box elders it is usually kept in check by 
natural condit and becomes in- 
juriously abundant at irregular inter- 


Vals only, should not cause us to lose 
* sight of the fact that very rarely if 


ever does an importation of insect pests 
bring with it the conditions that con- 
trol them in other parts of the world. 

“And again, there is the question of 
environment to be taken into consider- 
ation—the entire county an almost con- 
ticuous orchard, a practically unlimited 
food supply and breeding ground for 
this most fecund of pests. We have 
had ample demonstration of what a few 
scale bugs are capable of doing in the 
all-the-year-round breeding season of 
this county (witness the white scale,) 
and I would suggest that the matter 
of the Puivinparia innumerabiiis be 
closely followed up.”

Some weeks ago the opinion was held 
somewhat generally, that the sum- 
mer’s grape crop would be light. Sev- 
eral cases were cited, in which the 
yield is certain to be light, notwith- 
standing the excellent condition of 
the vines. From an examination of 
about 100,000 bearing vines, u the 
southern part of the county, it ap- 
pears that the coming crop is to be 
excellent. In the case referred to, the 
Lincoin school district, there is but 
one spot known to be infected with the 
Anaheim disease, and that only in a 
small way. This malady seems to 
have expended its virulence long since. 
No phylioxera has as yet been discoy- 
ered in the south. . 

The report upon this district, which 
seems to be typical, says: “Slight evi. 
dence of mildew could be seen here 
and there, but sulphuring had almost 
removed the trouble. The vine hopper, 
flea beetle and erinose are entirely ab. 
sent. In not a single instance did 1 
see a leaf that showed any evidence 
of the ravages of these generally too 
common pests.” 

From observations extending over 
the entire growing period of this sea- 
son, I belleve it is true that the 
grape-growing districts are in the fin- 
est condition possible. This is in strong 
contrast with the state of affairs 
among the vineyards of the north. Phy!- 
loxera has been getting in its deadly 
work for years. Old age, attacks from 
grasshoppers, and other causes, have 
discouraged vine-growing in many of 
the northern: counties. On the other 
hand, a renewed interest has been de- 
veloped in vine planting in the south.

SANTA BARBARA, July %4.—The 
Potter Hotel Company is to have its 
own livery accommodations.
